"The character of man still forms the essential 
core of :a lasting civilization.". With that phrase 
Charles A. Lindbergh closed a striking address, deliv- 
ered at The Institute of the Aeronautical Sciences 
Honors Night dinner, after he had been given a 
Daniel Guggenheim medal for his achievement In 
aviation. 

The theme of his talk is found in another phrase 
—"We have measured success bV our products rather 
than by ourselves." In other words, he dealt with 
the materialism of the times, and the unprecedented 
tensions, conflicts, worries and uncertainties that 
have become a world-wide , plague. 

Near the beginning General Lindbergh described 
the hopes that were held when flying was young. 
.It was believed that the airplane would be a major 
.instrument in .bringing, the peoples of the world 
closer togetherr^closer, not only in terms of time and 
space but. in Serins ^of Understanding. Nothing could 
have been more tragically wrong. As he said, "We 
are confronted with the stark fact that the historical 
significance of aircraft has been primarily military 
and destructive. With hindsight, we see that our 
early enthusiasm over the discoveries of science 
and the conquest of the air blinded us to natural laws 
which govern the conduct of men. All our scientific 
progress has not changed the fact that God made life 
on earth prolific, competitive, selective. From wood- 
wheeled cart to turbine airplane, men have always 
used their inventions to advance their beliefs, trade 
and sovereignty — alternating their support, accord- 
ing to their purpose, between forces which unite and 
forces which divide." 

All of us know the present-day fruits of that 
truth. Its most evident manifestation is the world's 
war machines, with their incredible demands upon 
human and material resources, As General Lind- 
bergh put it, "In a competitive world, life and free- 
dom must be backed up by strength." 

Then he came to his primary point, which he 
put in these words: 'Put survival has a time dimen- 
sion which says that power consists of more than 
strength of arms. Short-term survival may depend 
on the knowledge of nuclear physicists and the per- 
formance of supersonic aircraft, but long-term sur- 
vival depends alone on the character of man. While 
we concentrate our attention on the tools of eco- 
nomics and war, we must not neglect the basic 
means of surviving, the basic reason for survival, 
man himself." 

In short. General Lindbergh believes, and the 
world Is full of thoughtful people who ajree with 
him today, that we have concentrated so hard on 
material progress, invention and achievement, to 
the neglect of the inward human qualities, that the 



very products we have created threaten to destroy 
us. This, to his mind, is the over-ridlng problem 
of our age. 

What is the solution? General Lindbergh of- 
fered one— and, inevitably. It had to be phrased in 
very general terms. He said: "1 believe the solu- 
tion lies "in each individual, through the standards 
he holds; that It lies not in political parties or 
radical movements, but in humnn values and gradual 
trends; not a greater complication, but In a greater 
simplicity of life. In other words, I believe that the 
solution lies within ourselves, and that we can find, 
it nowhere else, We desired a mechanistic civiliza- 
tion; that set the trend, and we achieved one. To 
achieve a civilization based on human values re- 
quires the desire within ourselves."

Ample Fresh Milk 

LOS ANGELES— Law sodium 
fresh milk Is being produced by & 
new process for heart patients. 
The process m ekes ■ It possible' for 
heart disease sufferers and others; 
on low-sodium restrictions to still 
get the value of drinking fresh 
milk dally, 

Developed by n GlenSale (Calif.) 
chemist, Dr. A, L, Chancy,* with 
the assistance of the Los Angeles 
County Heart Association, the new 
milk is available at present only 
in the Los Angeles area, where It 
Is delivered to hospitals and homes 
upon a doctor's prescription. Un- 
der licensing arrangements now 
being mode with major milk com- 
panies .elsewhere,' it. Is expected 
that production will begin soon to 
supply other metropolitan areas. 

Ordinary milk Is high In sodium 
content, the same detrimental fac- 
tor that rules table salt ,out of the 
diet prescribed by physicians for 
many patients with certain types 
of heart disease and high blood 
pressure. Yet the food values of 
milk are Important to proper nu- 
trition, up to now people on a low 
sodium, diet' have had to rely upon 
powdered . milk products which 
must be .reconstituted with water 
to produce 'a fluid milk. Dr. 
Chancy' a process removes BO per 
cent of the original sodium content 
but does not otherwise alter the 
milk. The final product Is a 
fluid indistinguishable in taste from 
ordinary fresh milk, costing ap- 
proximately 40 per cent less than 
most powdered low sodium milks. 



Old London Bridge 
Had Many Trials 

LONDON — A 'famous nursery 
song was echoed , here recently 
when a 7,700-ton freighter was 
flung by the tide against the arches 
of the historic London* Bridge. 
. London Bridge didn't fall, al- 
though road traffic was suspended 
and shipping lanes Jammed until 
a covey ot tugboats freed the 
heavily-laden freighter. 
. The Incident brought memories 
of same of the "bod times" seen 
by the old bridge. One, the de- 
scription of a fantastic scene that 
took place in the 13th century, 
when "a monster of prodigious 
size," (a ~ whale) slipped through 
the bridge supports, only- to be 
killed by the bows and slings of 
sailors who caught the creature 
upstream. 
' In .1633, fire destroyed a third 

of the. bridge buildings. The Great 
Fire ot IMS spread to the bridge. 
As early as 1281 - Ave of - the 
bridge's arches gave way. to ice 
packs. Building's lined the bridge 
until, a law banished them In the 
mid lTOO's.' 

Between piers, the rushing wa- 
ter formed eddies and whirlpools, 
so dangerous there was a saying 
that "wise men went over the 
bridge,' fools tinder it." 

The "new" abridge was opened 
in 1831, SO yards upstream.

Life Is Enjoyable 

WASHINGTON— Flagpole sitting 
Is a hobby with some, but flagpole 
painting is an occupation for Lem- 
uel C. Buckingham. Jr., one of a 
two-man- team • hi 'the- Nation's 
Capital that paints .the flagpoles 
on government buildings. 

Buckingham has been oh the Job 
for the last four- years' and . says 
he greatly prefers it to working 
indoors. He likes fresh air. likes 
to see people and enjoys getting 
• around to different parts of town, 
he says. 

He lias plenty of opportunity to 
see the city, for the Government 
owns some 500 flagpoles and has 
each one painted on an average 
of once every three years. Buck- 
ingham and' his- partner work In 
bosun's choirs attached to a rope 
that is tied with a' single half- 
hitch, In such a way that It pro- 
■ vldes a double strand around the 
pole end a pair of stirrups under 
I the feet. ■ ■

blueprints to build a single medium 
Jet bomber,

The tremendous scope of this 
Job Is indicated by the. fact that, 
in a period of rapid technological 
changes such as that of the pres- 
ent,' there are an average of .200 
changes per day on a single set 
of prints.
